PURPOSE:To suppress the energy 
consumption of a light source at an irreducibly 
minimum and to prevent the temperature of 



the image sensor from being increased. 
CONSTITUTION:At the adhesive image 
sensor equipped with plural photoelectric 
conversion elements, which are arranged in 
the shape of columns, and plural light emitting 
elements 1 arranged along the arranging 
direction of the photoelectric conversion 
elements for irradiating an original with light, a 
light source switching circuit 3 is provided to 
switch the turn-on area of the light emitting 
element 1 corresponding to the size of the 
original, and only the light emitting element in 
the area corresponding to the surface of the 
original can be turned on for each original size. 
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
